CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—Six well-known 


and highly-rebpectable doctors told the 
Pronderg-ast jury yesterday that, in 
their opinion, the prisoner is sane, and 
that at the time of the murder he 
knew the difference between right and 
wrong. Probably the most impressive 
testimony that was given was that of 
Dr. N. S Davis, ivho has been practic- 
ing medicine for fifty-seven years. Dr 
Davis disclaimed having made Insanitj 
a specialty in his profession, but said 
that he had treated a good many eases 
and that he had delivered lectures on 
medical jurisprudence. He pave an ac 
count of the visit that he paid to the 
prisoner in the county jail and the de 
ductions that he drew from the con 
versation at that time. In ccmeludin 
his statements regarding what he ob 
served of Prendergast Dr. Davis said 


"I think that he has an exaggerate 


opinion of his mental qualities, but 
that be insanity, what is to be dor 
with the human race. I think he is 
entirely sane in any ordinary accepted 
meaning of the word "insanity." 


Dr, Henry N. Lyman testified that 


from the assumed state of facts he 
should say the prisoner was sane. 


Dr. J. A. Uenson, who has been a 


daily attendant at the trial and a 
close observer of the prisoner, was sure 
that the prisoner was sane, and that 
he was competent to judge of right 
and wrong at the time he killed the 
mayor. 
The last witness of the day was Dr. 


Leonard St. John, the owner of the 
vessel on which McGarrigle made his 
escape to Canada His first visit to the 
jail was described by the witness" 
follows. 
"I told Prendergast that I called

The year is practically ovor, except the holi- 
day business, which is remarkably well sus- 
tained as respects the number of sales, consid- 
ering the state ol industries and the army of 
the unemployed, but Is materially diminished 
In volume because purchases average much 
smaller In valua than In recent years. Probably 
the stocks of holiday goods of the better class 
left oa hand after next week -will be larger than 
usual. Other business, all branches Included, 
appears Irom clearinghouse returns 25.1 per 
cant, less than lost your at tlio same date. 
But much business is done at prices which re- 
turn no profit, merely to keep hands together 
or retain customers, and the losses by nu- 
merous ana heavy failures roduco nttjftts even 
where the volume of transactions has given 
fair promise. Changes during the past week 
have not been cheering, but the minds of 
many are now turning to the dawn of the new 
year with hope of better thins-* 
Speculation is torpid, except a tew stocks 


ami In cotton. With scanty buying wheat has 
changed little in price, though western re- 
ceipts hove boon only 2,7-18,514 bushels, against 
4,11*8,018 last year, and Atlantic exports only
